An Act for extending the jurisdiction of the Small 





OF 


Cause Court at Bombay, and for enabling a 
uniform mode of procedure to be adopted in Causes 
of small amount at Law and in Equity. 


Whereas the Judges of the Supreme Court at 
Bombay have from time to time, 
under the powers vested in them by 
the Charter of Justice, framed 
divers wholesome rules of procedure by which 
causes at law of a certain amount have been en- 
abled to be brought before the Judges sitting as a 
Small Cauee Court in a simple and economic 
manner, to the great benefit of suitors and to the 
advancement of justice, and it is expedient that 
the jurisdiction thus exercised should be extended 
and should include certain causes in Equity and 
other matters wherein the ends of justice require 
summary procedure: 


And whereas the powers of the Judges do not 
extend to the framing of rules by which the parties 
to a suit at law may be made examinable, or be 
compelled to give discovery on oath as in suits in 
Equity, and it is expedient that such powers 
thould be conferred, and that a uniform procedure 
should be framed for the elicitation of the truth in 
all cases according to the methods which have 
been found most efficacious in practice :

And whereas if is very desirable that the rules 
of procedure should enable causes whether at Law 
orin Equity which do not require a prolonged 
judicial mvestigation to be disposed of sumimanily, 
and that on the other hand the amplest means

2.—A»s the health and comfort of the Troops are 
paramount considerations, to which al! others must 
give way, the Commanding Officer will be held res- 
ponsible, that no ground is occupied in any way 
calculated to be injurious to either, or to the ap- 
pearance of the Cantonment, and in forwarding an 
application for a grant, he must certify that it is 
not objectionable in those or any other respects. 


3.— When no objection occurs, the application 
is to be forwarded, through the prescribed channel, 
by the Commanding Officer of the Station, to the 
(Quarter Master General of the Army, who, if the 
Commandei-in-Chief approves, will submit it for 
the orders of Government. 


4.—All such applications are to be in the annex- 
ed form marked A, 


5.— All grants are to be registered by the Officer 
of the Quarter Master General’s Department at- 
tached to the Division, and at Stations where no 
such Officer may be present, by the Executive 
Officer of Public Works, to whom also, in such 
cases, applications for ground are to be addressed, 
and all grants are to be immediately noted upon 
the plan of the Cantonment in the Quarter Master 
Geueral’s Office. e 


6.—No ground will be granted except on the 
following conditions, which are to be subacribed to 
by every grantee, as well as by those to whom his 
grant may subsequently be transferred. 


J. The Government to retain the power of 
resumption at any time, cn giving oue month’s 
notice, and paying the value of such buildings as 
may have been authorized to be erected. 


iI. The ground being in every case the proper- 
ty of Government, cannot be sold by the grantee, 
but houses or other property therein situated, may 
be transferred by one Military or Medical Otticer 
to another, without restriction, except in the case 
of reliefs, when, if required, the terms of sale or 
transfer are to he adjusted by a Committee of Arbi- 
tration. 


III. If the ground has been built upon, the 
buildings are not to be disposed of to any person, 
of whatever. description, who does not belong to 
the Army, until the consent of the Officer Com- 
manding, the Station shall have been previously 
obtained under hig hand.

IV. When it is proposed with the consent of 
the Commanding Officer to transfer possession to 
a Native, should the value of the house, buildings or 
property to be so transferred exceed 5,000 Rupees, 
the sale must not be effected until the sanction of 
Government shall have been obtained through 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 


7,—All houses in a Military Cantonment, being 
the property of persons not belonging to the Army, 
which may be deemed by the Commanding Officer 
of the Station, suitable from their locality for the 
accommodation of Officers, shall be clatmable for 
purchase, or for hire, at the option of the owner, 
in the former case at a valuation, and in the latter 
at a rent to be fixed, in case of the parties dis- 
agreeing, by a Committee of Arbitration constutut- 
ed as follows : 


8.— The Com.nittee is to be composed of one 
Civil Officer the principal one, if practicable at or 
in the vicinity of the Station, the Commanding 
Officer of the Cantonment, and an Officer belonging 
to the Station to be named by the proprietor of the 
premises, and their decision whether relating to 
the terms of purchase, or rent, is to be conclusive, 
unless it shall be reversed by Government, for 
whose orders the proceedings of the Committee 
are to be submitted through His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, whenever the proprietor of 
the premises which they have valued is dissatisfied 
with their award. 


9,—When the houses of the Officers of one 
Corps are to be transferred to those of another, as 
on the occasion of a relief, if a difference of opinion 
should arise as to the fair terms of the transfer, 
the price shall be fixed by a Commitree of Arbitra- 
tion constituted as in the last paragraph, but to 
which, in such cases, there 18 to be given an addi- 
tional Member, to be named by the intending pur- 


chaser.

land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “ per Express,” and to 
keep within the simeted weight of two tolas; and 
that, meauwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—bv the last xpress I dispatched as ustal 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend +o discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time nas elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public beeoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked.

2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, | have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per xpress” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the xpress. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 
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5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 8 ¢olas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 8 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until

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2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. ‘The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.—'The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maunds, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. 

4,—The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not Jess than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 5 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
Inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain aud the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

§.—The Contracto: will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstanees may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. Ou the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract. 

6.—The Clause requiring that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
ve in force during the last three months of the term of the contract, buit at the expiration of the con- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors such quantity or quantities of fuel as 
May remain in the Depots to-the extent of two mouths’ supply at the contract price. 

7.—Should the Contractor fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it shall be lawful for Govern- 
ment through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the 
Contractor. 

6 —-Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excese, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9.—Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail in the sapply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—The Karty whose Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

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2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another.

4.—The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large brancheseof not less than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuelon board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate.

7.-«Should the Contractor fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it shall be lawful for Govern- 
ment through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the 

outractor. 

8—Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac. 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shal} be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other.

Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not gupphed, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract.

information and guidance.”

CirrcuLar No. 259. 
Treasury Chambers, 20th August 1843, 


Srr,—The attention of the Lords Commissioners 
of Iler Majesty’s Treasury having been called to 
the varicty of practice prevailing at the several 
Foreign Stations, in respect to the quantity of Bag- 
gage which Officers ail others are entitled to have 
conveyed at the publie expense, it has appeared to 
my Lords that a General Regulation may, with 
advantage, be established for this branch of the 
Service, 

My Lords have accordingly communicated on 
the subject with the Secretary at War, the Lords 
of the Admiralty, and the Master General and 
Board of Ordnance, and in concurrence with the 
opinion of those authorities, I am commanded to 
transmit for your infurmation and guidance, a 
Seale of Rates for the Baggage of Officers and 
Regimenst, for which Transport is to be provided 
at the public expense, when proceeding on Duty 
by Sea, by Land, or by Inland Navigation. 

It is their Lordships wish that this Scale, which 
is the same as that heretofore in force at home, wi 
certain modifications, should be made applicable to 
all the Stations Abroad, India and Ceylon excepted. 


You will perceive, that in regulating the quan- 
tity of Baggage to be cievied: the principle of 
admesaurement has been combined with weight, 
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and it is to be understood, that neither by land 
nor by water is the allowed weight or admeasure- 
ment to be exceeded. 


My Lords have at the same time adverted to the 
mode in which the charges for Transport, as well 
for Baggage, as for the Service of the Army in 
general, are vouched in the Commissariat Ac- 
counts; and they are pleased to dircet, that hence- 
forth, the following Rules and Regulations to em- 
brace the different Services for the which the 
Commissariat provide Transport, may be follow- 
ed. 


On receiving a requisition for Transport, you 
will examine it, and should it be within the limits 
of the Regulation, if for Baggage, or for any other 
authorized public Service, vou will provide a suf- 
ficiency of Tonnage, if by Water, or of Waggons, 
Drays, Carts, or Mules (according to the customs 
of the Country), if by Land, for the Conveyance of 
the Baggage or Stores required to be transported ; 
and as regards Transport by Land specially pro- 
vided, and not furnished from a ‘Transport Msta- 
blishment attached to the Commissariat, Gr under 
a Contract specifying a rate for quantities, as it 
may happen that the state of the Roads or other 
circuinstances sometimes render it necessary to 
increase the means of Conveyance for a given 
quantity of Baggage or Stores, a Certificate should 
be annexed to the Voucher in support of the charge 
in your Accounts, that the means of ‘Transport 
provided have not been more than sufficient to 
comply with the reyuisitions. 


If in the case of Baggage it should appear 
to you, that the requisition is for quantities be- 
yond the Regulation, or, in the case of a requisi- 
tion for any other purpose, that the public ought 
not to provide the ‘Transport, you will submit your 
objection to the Oficer Commanding, in the Form 
prescribed for questionable Issues of allowances, 
and take his decision thereon, reporting the case 
to this Board. 


To facilitate as much as possible the Service, 
and at the same time to ensure an casy and satis- 
factory examination of the Accounts, it appears to 
my Lords to be desirable that all payments for 
Transport should invariably be made either at the 
Post or Station from or that to which the Baggage 
or other Articles may be transported, and without 
any unnecessary delay after the service shall have 
been performed, that the Requisitions (see Forms 
Nos. 1 and 2) should bear the signature of a Mili- 
tary Officer of the Quarter Master General’s De- 
partment, if ut Ifead Quarters, and there be an 
Officer of that Department on the Staff of the 
Command, or if not, of tle Officer Commanding at 
an Outpost, or the proper Staff Officer at Head 
Quarters, and that a list according to the accompa- 
nying Form No, 3 signed by the Officer at the head 
of the Quarter Master General’s Department, or 
y the Officer Commanding be annexed to your 

onthly Cash Accounts. 


My Lords will request the Secretary at War 
to give directions that these instructions may be 
complied with, in so far as the Military Officers 
are concerned, and they rely on a punctual ad- 
herence to them on your part.

6. In Southern Africa, and in the Anstralian 
Colonies, when an Officer is ordered to proceed on 
duty to an Out-Station, where the necessaries and 
conveniences of life are not to be procured on thie 
spot, or within a reasonable distance, the General 
or other Officer Commanding at the Station from 
which the said Officer is detached may, upon an 
application to that effect, grant his authority for 
the carriage at the public expense, of 2 cwt. 
additional of Baggage, or its equivalent in ad- 
measurement, belonging to the said Officer ; and 
in cases where the Officer, owing to the distance 
of the Station to which he may be ordered, and 
its remoteness from any town, may appear to have 
a just claim to have a larger allowance of Bag- 
gage conveyed at the public expense, the General

7. When a married Officer is provided with a 
assage in a vessel belonging to, or freighted or 
chartered by Government, and under the terms of 
the engagement there shall be spare room in the ves- 
sel, not otherwise required for the public Service ; 
or when by land, it may be necessary to hire such 
means of conveyance for the authorized quantities 
of Baggage belonging to the Officers and Men as 
shall adtuit of some addition being made without 
incumbrance, a discretion is given in those cases to

This delay has been represented as peculiarly 

rejudicial to those men who, if they had estab- 
lished their claim at the time when they could 
have done so would, upon a subsequent entry in 
the Defaulters’ Book, have been subjected only to 
the forfeiture of Id. a day for one year, instead of 
being required to wait two years after such entry 
before they could establish a claim to Good Con- 
duct Pay atall, and the Secretary at War has, in 
such cases been called upon to give a constrained 
but favorable, interpretation to the Warrant. 


Although the question has entirely arisen from 
the neglect of the man to make that claim to which 
he would have been unquestionably entitled, had 
he preferred it at the proper time, the Secretary 
at War has feltitto be extremely difficult to with- 
hold from the Soldier that reward for Good Conduct 
which had been promised to him by Her Majesty’s 
Worrant, the more particularly as it is the duty of 
Commanding Officers to take care that Soldiers 
under their Command shall not suffer by their own 
negligence or by want of knowledge of their own 
right. 

The Secretary at War desires therefore that it 
be clearly understood, that if Soldiers shall have 
neglected to claim Good Conduct Pay at the time 
at which they may have become entitled to that 
reward, they will not be allowed any retrospect if 
their claims are not preferred on or before the 31st 
December next for Regiments in the United King- 
dom, on or before the 3ist March next for Regi- 
ments in the Colonies; and on or before the 3ist 
July next for Regiments in the Kast Indies and 
in China and Australia, and that all claims to 
Good Conduct Pay brought forward after those 
dates respectively, will ba deemed to be established 
only from the dates on which they may be preferred.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
eantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas ; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done 80, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Icxpress those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.— The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Caleutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there~ 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked.

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2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Oval or Wood. 

3.—The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maunds, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds wil! be 
returned if sent tor within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. 

4,—'The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not leas than 20 inches girth. Jt must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 5 fect and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5.—The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. ‘The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent pot excesding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and oh the same terms of contract. ; 

6,—The Clause requiring that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
oe in force during the ast three months of the term of the contract, but at the expiration of the con- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors such quantity or quantities of fuel as 
may remain in the Depots to the extent of two monthe’ supply at:the contract price. 

7i—-Should the Contractor fail to poe coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in euch case it shall be lawful for Govern- 
ain aes their. Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the

8.—Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, ene half of the esti 

outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from yadda eh 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that ia, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9,—Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and tt shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—The Party whose Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

Act No. oF 1848. 


An Act for the Administration of the Estate of the 
late Nuwab of Surat. 


Whereas it is expedient to provide for the 
administration of the Estate of the late Nuwab 
of Surat, Meer Ufzoolooddeen Khan, Kumrood 
Dowleh, Ushmut Jung, Bahadoor: and whereas 
the exemption from the jurisdiction of the Civil 
and Crim ewts ‘enjoyed by certain persons 
under the pravisions of Clause 2, Section XXI., 
Regulation If.,0f 4827, and Clause 2, Section L., 
Regulation XI. of 1827 of the Bombay Code, 
ceased and i at the death of the said late 





Nuwab, and it 13 eemed desirable to continue 
such privilege to some of the said persons : 


I, It is hereby enacted, that the Governor of 
Bombay in Council shall be, and is hereby em- 
powered to exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
Civil and Criminal Courts the widows and such 
of the present relatives of the late Nuwab of 
Surat as may to him seem proper, and to declare 
the persons so exempted, amenable to the autho- 
rity of an Agent whom he tay appoint for this 
purpose. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Governor in Council of Bombay 
to act in the administration of the property of what- 
ever nature, left by the late Nuwab of Surat, in 
regard to the settlement and payment of the debts 
and claims standing against the Estate of the said 
late Nuwab atthe time of his demise, and to make 
distribution of the remaining property among his 
family, and that all acts of the said Governor in 
Couricil of Bombay, in respect to such property 
from the date #& the demise of the said late Nuwab, 
shallte held. to be valid and not liable to be ques- 
tioned in any Court of law. 

III. Anéit is further enacted, that the limita- 
tion of tiga for filing claims in the Civil Courts, 
provided im the said Regulation V. of 1827, shall 
be held in respect to all persons who are exempted 
from the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts by the 

rovisions of Clause 2d, Section X XI. of the said 
egulation H. of 1827, to commence from the 


Sth day of August, 1842, being the date of the 
demise of the said late Nuwab. 


IV. And itis further enacted, that Deeds regis- 
tered under the provisions of any Act passed by 
the Governor General in Council of India, shall 
not, on the sole ground of priority of registration 
invalidate Deeds which may be duly registered 
within six months from the promulgation of this 
Act, by any persons distinctly exempted under the 
said Clause 2d, Section X XI. of Regulation II. of 
1827, provided such Deed shall relate to property 
conveyed to the owner prior to the date of the de- 
mise of the said late Nuwab.

Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considere] at 
the first meeting of the Legislative Council of !n- 
dia after the 5th day of May next.

2.—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
tate for each. The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.— Phe Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maundsg, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose teuder is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. 

4,—The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or Jarge branches of not tess than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 5 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Coutractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5.—The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
month’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract.

2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.—The Coal must he the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maundg, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
hy the party or parties whose tender is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for, 

4,.—The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not less than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 18 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5.—-The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may heppen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such caseahhe will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent, on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract. 

_6,.—The Clause ee that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
pe in force during the last three months of the term of the contract, but at the expiration of the cov- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors euch quantity or quantities of fusl as 
may remain in the Depots to the extent of two months’ supply at the contract price. 

7.—Should the Contractor fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the beat quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it ehall be lawful for Govern. 
7 abba their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved diel at the expenee of the 
ontractor. : 

8 —Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production ‘of receipts from, Commanders of she
